RULES OF BOTH HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT 


RESPECTING THE 


LIBRARY OF PARLIAMENT. 


A_proper Catalogue of the Books belonging to 
the Library shall be kept by the Librarians in whom 
the custody and responsibility thereof shall be vested ; 
and who shall be required to report to the Houses 
through Mr. Speaker, at the opening of each Session, 
the actual state of the Library. 


No person shall be entitled to resort to the 
Library during the Session of Parliament except 
the Governor General, the members of the Privy 
Council, and of the Senate and House of Commons, 
and the Officers of both Houses, and such other 
persons as may receive a written order of admis- 
sion from the Speaker of either House. Members 
may personally introduce strangers to the Library 
during the daytime, but not after the hours of seven 
o’clock, P.M 


- During a Session of Parliament no books be- 
longing to the Library shall be taken out of the 
building, except by the authority of the Speaker 
or upon receipts given by a member of either 
House. 


During the recess of Parliament, the Library and 
Reading Room shall be open every day in each 
week, Eevee and Holidays excepted, from the 
hour of ten in the morning until three in the after- 
noon; and access to the Library shall be permitted 
to persons introduced by a member of the Legisla- 
ture, or admitted at the discretion of the Librarian ; 
subject to such regulations as may be deemed neces- 
sary for the security and preservation of the collec- 
tion; but no one shall be allowed to take any book 
out of the Library except members of the Legisla- 
ture, and such art as may be authorized by the 
Speaker of either House. 


During the recess of Parliament, no member of 
either House not residing at the seat of Government 
shall have liberty to borrow or have in his possession 
at any one time more than three works, from the 
Library, or to retain the same for a longer period 
than one month. 


No other person who may be privileged by card, 
by the Speaker of either House to borrow books 
from the Library, shall be allowed to have in his 
possession more than two Books at any one time, or 
to retain the same longer than three weeks, and all 
such persons shall return the Books so taken when 
required by the Librarian. 


No Books of reference or Books of special cost and 
value may be removed from the seat of Government 
uuder any circumstances. 


At the first meeting of the Joint Library _Com- 
mittee at every Session of Parliament, the Libra- 
rians shall report a list of the Books absent at 
the commencement of the Session, specifying the 
names of any persons who have retained the same 
in contravention of either of the foregoing Rules.

CONCERNANT LA 


BIBLIOTHEQUE. 


Un catalogue des livres de la Bibliothéque est 
tenu par les Bibliothécaires qui en ont la garde et la 
responsabilité ; ils doivent faire rapport & la Cham- 
bre, par l’entremise de M, l’Orateur, 4 l’ouverture 
de chaque Session, de l'état dans lequel se trouve la 
Bibliothéque. 


Aucune personne ne peut avoir accés a la Biblio- 
théque, pendant les Sessions du Parlement, si ce 
n’est_ le Gouverneur-Général, les membres du Con- 
seil Privé, ceux du Sénat et de la Chambre des Com- 
munes, les Officiers des deux Chambres, et toute 
autre personne qui obtient un billet d’admission de 
VOrateur de l’une ou de Vautre Chambre. Les 
membres peuvent en personne introduire des étran- 
gers dans la Bibliothéque pendant le jour, mais non 
aprés sept heures P.M. 


Pendant les Sessions du Parlement aucun livre 
de la Bibliothéque ne peut étre emporté de l’édifice, 
excepté sur l’autorisation de l’Orateur, ou lorsqu’un 
membre de l’une ou de l’autre Chambre en donne un 
recu. 


Pendant la vacance du Parlement la Bibliothéque 
et la Chambre de Lecture sont ouvertes tous les 
jours de chaque semaine, excepté les dimanches et 
jours de féte, depuis dix heures du matin jusqu’s 
trois heures de l’aprés-midi; et la Bibliothéque est 
ouverte aux personnes introduites par un membre 
de la Législature, ou admises & la discrétion du 
Bibliothécaire, sujettes aux régles qui sont jugées 
nécessaires pour la sfireté et la conservation des 
livres, mais il n’est permis & qui que ce soit, si ce 
n’est aux membres de la Législature et aux autres 
personnes ayant l’autorisation de lOrateur de lune 
ou de l’autre Chambre, d’emporter un livre hors de 
la Bibliothéque. 


Durant les vacances du Parlement, aucun membre 
de l'une ou de l’autre Chambre ne résidant pas au 
siége du gouvernement, n’aura le droit d’emprunter 
ou de garder en sa possession plus de trois ouvrages 
4 la fois; de plus, il ne devra les garder plus d’un 
mois en sa possession. 


Aucune des personnes ayant le privilége—sur la 
foi d’une carte du président de l'une ou de I|’autre 
Chambre,—d’emprunter des livres 4 la Bibliothéque, 
ne pourra avoir en sa possession plus’ de deux ou- 
vrages 4 la fois ou les garder plus de trois semaines, 
et toutes ces personnes devront remettre les livres 
ainsi empruntés, lorsqu’elles en seront requises. 


Aucun livre de référence ou ouvrage de luxe et de 
prix ne pourra étre emporté du siége du Gouverne- 
ment pour aucune considération. 


A chaque Session du Parlement, les Bibliothécaires 
devront, X la premiére assemblée du comité mixte 
de la Bibliotheque, soumettre une liste de tous les 
livres qui n’ont pas encore été remis au commence- 
ment de la Session, en spécifiant les noms des per- 
sonnes qui auront gardé ces livres contrairement aux 
régles qui précédent. 


In addition to the foregoing rules, the 
Joint Library Committee have agreed 
to the following new Rules, to which the 
attention of persons frequenting the Li- 
brary, or making use of any books belong- 
ing thereto, is specially requested. 


1. It is strictly forbidden to make any 
mark, by pencil or otherwise, in any 
books belonging to the Library, or to 
turn down leaves therein, or other- 
wise deface the same. 


2, No person (other than a member of 
Parliament) is permitted to have 
access to any of the Galleries sur- 
rounding the Library, without the 
express permission of the Librarian 
or unless accompanied by an officer 
of the Library. 


3. No visitor shall be permitted to 
remain in the Library with his hat 
on; nor will smoking, or spitting on 
the floor or carpet be permitted, in 
any of the Library apartments, 


4, No audible conversation will be al- 
lowed in the reading room ; nor shall 
any person be permitted to partake 
of refreshments therein; and no dogs 
shall be allowed in the Library. 


Outre les régles qui précédent, le Comité 
de la bibliothéque a recommandé l’adop- 
tion des régles suivantes, dont toutes per- 
sonnes fréquentant la bibliothéque ou fai- 
sant usage des livres qui la composent 
sont priés de prendre connaissance: 


1. Ii est strictement défendu de faire au- 
cune marque, au crayon Ou autrement, 
dans un livre appartenant a la Biblio- 
théque, d’en plier les feuilles ou de le 
défigurer d’aucune autre maniére. 


2. Personne, a4 l’exception des membres 
du Parlement, ne pourra monter dans 
les galeries sans la permission ex- 
presse du bibliothécaire, ou sans étre 

* accompagné de quelque employé de 
la Bibliothéque. 


3. Aucun visiteur ne pourra garder son 
chapeau sur sa téte; personne ne 
pourra fumer, ni cracher sur le par- 
quet ou le tapis d’aucune des Cham- 
bres de la bibliothéque. 


4. On ne pourra converser 4 haute voix 
dans la chambre de lecture; on ne 
pourra non plus se permettre d’y 
manger. On ne laissera pas entrer 
de chiens dans la Bibliothéque.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIANS OF PARLIAMENT. 


The Joint Librarians of Parliament have the honour to report as follows for 
the year 1889. 


The Librarians have great pleasure in acknowledging the valuable donations 
made to the Library by His Imperial Highness Prince Roland Bonaparte, who 
devotes his leisure and fortune to promoting the progress of science, himself taking 
a leading and earnest part in scientific studies. These donations consist of the 
Prince’s contributions to anthropology, and various monographs on the countries 
visited by His Highness, and bear the following titles :— 

Les habitants de Surinam. Folio, Paris, 1884.

F. Escard, le Prince Roland Bonaparte en Laponie. 

The special grant placed at the disposal of the Librarians to enable them to 
complete the American and Canadian section has been made use of to purchase since 
last session several important works, amongst others :— 


Vie de la mére Marie de !’Incarnation, par Charlevoix, Paris, 1735. 
Grénlands Historiske Mindesmoerker. 3 vols. 


Massachusetts Historical Society proceedings, from the beginning in 1791 up to 
date; in all 24 vols. 


(This collection contains a most valuable record of papers relating to the early 
history of the United States and Canada.) 


Leonard’s Report (in manuscript, which has never appeared in print) on Nova 
Scotia, addressed to Lord Sheffield in 1789. 


A collection of the Missions des Oblats, in which are found many documents on 
the settlement of the Red River district and the North-West. 

We may also mention several works on Pre-Columbian discovery of America ; 
and twelve letters written by the Hon. L. J. Papineau to Robert Christie, the histo- 
rian ; they refer to the last years of M. Papineau’s political life. 


Among other such interesting additions to the Library may be mentioned a copy 
of the “ Anti-Jacobin,” purchased at second-hand, which on careful examination, 
proved to be the copy owned by Sir James Mackintosh, from whom, as his friend 
Lord Macaulay said, “Scholars and Statesmen loved to receive the lessons of a 
serene and benevolent wisdom.” In these volumes, Sir James Mackintosh has noted, 
on the authority of Canning, from whose copy the notes were transferred at the 
house of Dundas in Scotland, the authors of the various satirical pieces in that 
famous periodical. 


RAPPORT DES BIBLIOTHECAIRES CONJOINTS DU PARLIAMENT. 


Les bibliothécaires conjoints ont ’honneur de faire le rapport suivant pour l’an- 
née 1889 : 

Les bibliothécaires ont le plaisir d’accuser réception des dons faits 4 la bibliothé- 
que par son Altesse Impériale le Prince Roland Bonaparte qui consacre ses loisirs et 
sa fortune 4 l’avancement de la science, prenant lui-méme une part trés active aux 
études scientifiques. 

Les dons faits par le prince comprennent ses études sur l’anthropologie, ainsi que 
plusieurs monographies sur les pays visités par Son Altesse. Voici les titres de ces 
ouvrages : 

“ Les Habitants de Surinam,” Folio. Paris, 1884. 

“Les Premiers voyages des Néerlandais dans I’Insulinde.” 

“ Les récents voyages des Néerlandais 4 la Nouvelle Guinée.”

“ Notes on the Lapps of Finmark,”’ 
“ La Nouvelle Guinée: N° III, le fleuve Augusta.” 


“ Tia Nouvelle Guinée: N° IV, le golfe Huon.” 

“ Le prince Roland Bonaparte en Laponie; par F, Escard.” 

L’allocation spéciale mise a la disposition des bibliothécaires pour leur permettre 
de compléter la section américaine et canadienne a été utilisée 4 cet effet. 

Parmi les ouvrages importants ajoutés 4 cette section depuis le dernier rapport, 
il faut mentionner les suivants : 

“ La Vie de la Mere Marie de V Incarnation,” par Charlevoix, Paris, 1735. 

“ Grinlands Historiske Mindesmoerker,” 3 vols. 

“ The Massachusetts Historical Society Proceedings,’ depuis leur apparition en 
1791, jusqu’a nos jours, en tout 24 volumes. (Cette collection renferme une foule de 
documents importants sur la premiére partie de l’histoire des Etats-Unis et du Canada. ) 

“ Leonard's Report on Nova Scotia,” envoyé 4 Lord Sheffield en 1789. (Ce manus- 
crit n’a jamais été imprimé), 

“ Une collection de Rapports sur les missions de la Compagnie des Oblats, tormant 
dix volumes ov se trouvent de nombreux documents sur |’établissement de la Riviére 
Rouge et du Nord-Ouest. 

Nous devons aussi noter plusieurs ouvrages sur la découverte del Amérique avant 
Cristophe Colomb, ainsi que douze lettres écrites par Vhonorable Ls. J. Papineau & 
Bobert Christie, Vhistorien. Cette correspondance se rattache aux derniéres années 
de la carriére politique de M. Papineau. 

Au nombre des principales acquisitions faites par la bibliothéque, nous ferons 
remarquer un exemplaire de |’ Anti-Jacobin. (1799), acheté d’occasion, et qui se trouve 
étre la copie méme de sir James Mackintosh, dont, comme le dit son ami Lord 
Macaulay : “ Les hommes d’études et les hommes d’Etat aiment 4 recevoir les legons 
d'une sagesse toujours sereine et bienveillante.” 

Dans cet exemplaire, sir James Mackintosh a, sur l’autorité de Canning dont il 
a copié les notes 4 sa résidence de Dundas, en Ecosse, donné les noms des auteurs 
des différentes pidces satiriques de cette publication maintenant célébre. 


During the year due attention has been paid also to the practical side of the 
Library. 

The Law Section will be found, it is hoped, to contain the latest necessary books 
and editions. 


The Statistical Section has been enriched by a considerable collection of reports 
of Boards of Trade, Chambers of Commerce, and business associations of various 
kinds, covering almost the entire field of mercantile operations in the United States. 

The latest additions to the literature of Political Economy in all countries inter- 
esting to us will be found on the shelves. 


An attempt has been made to collect the pamphlets and speeches delivered dur- 
ing the recess on Trade questions, but in the absence of a compulsory law, this attempt 
must always remain imperfectly successful. 

The public interest attaching to the disputes concerning Alaska has suggested 
the preparation of a special list of papers relating to that country, which will be 
found in the Annual Catalogue. : 

The Librarians trust that Parliament will encourage them in placing restrictions 
on the issue from the Library room during the Session, of books of reference, and in 
particular, of the Congressional Documents of the United States, the Sessional 
Papers of Great Britain, and Law Books. The absence of these volumes, in the 
hands of private members, often for an undue time, occasions great inconvenience 
to others. The Library itself being the most convenient place for the study of 
public questions, the sending out of books of this character ought not to be 
necessary. 

The Librarians, in conclusion, desire to call the attention of Parliament to the 
obvious fact that the space in the Library is almost fully occupied in most directions, 
and hopelessly exhausted in some particular sections. By careful re-arrangement, 
some space may still perhaps be provided for the practical part of the Library; 
but at an early date it will be necessary to take into serious consideration the neces- 
sity of providing additional space.

Pendant l’année qui vient de s’écouler les bibliothécaires se sont occupés du 
cété pratique de la bibliothéque. 


On verra que la section des lois renferme tous les ouvrages les plus nécessaires 
et les éditions les plus récentes. 


La section des statistiques s’est enrichie dune collection de rapports des 
Chambres de commerce et d’Associations d'affaires de toutes sortes comprenant 
presque toutes les opérations mercantiles des Etats-Unis. 


On trouvera aussi sur les rayons les ouvrages d’économie politique parus récem- 
ment dans les pays qui nous intéressent davantage. 


Les bibliothécaires se sont efforcés de réunir les brochures publiées ainsi que les 
discours prononcés, pendant la vacance, sur les questions de Commerce, mais cette 
tentative n’aura jamais qu’un succés partiel tant qu’elle ne sera point appuyée sur 
des réglements plus stricts. 

T/intérét général suscité par les différends sur |’Alaska a suggéré la préparation 
d’une liste de documents se rattachant spécialement 4 ce pays; cette liste fait partie 
du catalogue supplémentaire de cette année. 


Les bibliothécaires conjoints espérent que le Parlement les secondera dans leur 
désir de limiter autant que possible pendant le temps de la session, la circulation au 
dehors d’ouvrages de référence, tels que: les Documents du Congres des Etats-Unis, 
les Papiers Sessionnels de la Grande-Bretagne, et les livres de loi en général. Tab. 
gence de ces ouvrages, souvent pour une période trop prolongée, est un grand incon- 
vénient pour le reste de la députation. La bibliothéque étant l’endroit le plus com- 
mode pour l'étude de ces questions d’intérét public, il ne devrait jamais étre néces- 
saire de laisser sortir des ouvrages de cette nature. 


En terminant, les bibliothécaires désirent attirer l’attention du Parlement sur le 


fait évident, que, dans presque toutes les sections, l’espace pour placer de nouveaux 


livres fait absolument défaut. Il sera peut-étre possible de faire face aux exigences 
du service, pour quelque temps encore, mais il sera nécessaire de prendre bientot 
sérieusement en considération la nécessité d’agrandir le local de la Bibliothéque.
